Note that 88.3 was 250 watts vertical only. FCC Query for 88.3 as a CP 
for 88.7 shows 140 watts horizontal only, and different GC: 36-24-29 
97-59-56, i.e. further north and west. I get/got them both no matter 
what the antenna polarity. 


Dec 2 at 2259 UT, I’m trying the DX398 with telescopic only, to find 
dead air on 88.7 from “*KJIL’*; and without really trying at a certain 
angle, there is classical music! I bet it’s KWTU Tulsa - yes, soon ID 
as KJIL resumes mod. Of all the 88.7s around here, KWTU would be most 
desirable, but it’s only 5/5 kW ERP, designed for Tulsa area only as 
an offshoot of KWGS 89.5, both Public Radio Tulsa. Checking APRS map 
an hour later, there has been some tropo boost in the Enid/Tulsa/OKC 
triangle. 


Looking at all the Enid listings in WTFDA FM db: still has K226BR on 
93.1 as relay of KIMY 93.9 tho marked as *‘silent’* -- has been gone 
for years but may still be licensed? KQOB 96.9 still shown as relay 
of KZLS 1640, tho that ceased months ago as I reported at the time. 
KQOB went from rock music to far-right talk // 1640, but then 1640 
flipped to sports talk // 1390 KCRC, leaving only Eagle 96.9 with the 
far-right talk (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx ROMANIA. 756 kHz, Dec 2 at 2135, since I have Noale, Italy SDR up 
to check WORLD OF RADIO on 1323, 918, 207 kHz, I then tune it here for 
the new HQ transmitter from SE Algeria, unknown power. Instead, strong 
signal of a boogie-woogie song in English! R. Romania Actualitatsi is 
listed, so I pick a // at random to check, and there she is too, much 
weaker on 945. WRTH shows 756 as 400 kW from Lugoj (Boldur) = but not 
at night; 945 as 15 kW from Miercurea Ciuc (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

slightly different frequencies, S6/S8 of dead air or JBM. RFA in 
Mandarin scheduled this hour only on Sat & Sun, with CNR1 jamming

xx US A. (6160-), UT Sat Dec 3 at 0100, monitoring WBCQ Area 51 
webcast for ‘“AAAWWW’: starts with a few seconds of the ‘Twilight Zone’ 
theme -- can that be accidental? before morphing into ‘William Tell 
Overture’. Usual chat between AW & AW. He’s demonstrating the cough 
button at 0121 but doesn’t realize he’s left it on, so we can barely 
hear him for the next six minutes, picked up by her mic, altho he said 
the c.b. was supposed to mute all the mics in studio. At last, her 
voice is primary! At one point they can’t resist insulting all 
Democrats as Communists trying to do away with the Constitution and 
Freedom --- despite the fact that all Retrumplicans are Fascists 
trying to accomplish exactly that!!!

*xis* Sunday. As usual, contradicts the System B program skedgrid below

xx US A. 4980, Dec 7 at 0205, WRMI reactivated here after months of 
absence, S9+20/30 of music; 0206 talking English about Ukraine with 
frequencies 9940, 5085 and a third one I missed but not this one. Of 
course 9940 & 5085 were kaput WTWW, and yes, still vacant; *‘ Greatest 
hits of all time --- WRMI Legacy’*; 0218 plug for BGEA, and instant 
requests via wrmilegends.com This is // weaker 9455, one of the 
original frequencies for ex-WTWW. Skedgrid now dated Dec 6 shows 4980 
as WRMI-4, 160 degrees with System C Legends at 0200-0500, along with 


WRMI-5, 285 degrees with same at 0000-0400 --- but none of that on the 
System C sked below!

December 2: 


#2 transmitter is now ready to run at 100 kW; #421 maybe 85 kW. You 
can’t really tell the difference by listening until maybe 50 kW or 
less. The power modules on #2 were burnt to hell. There was a massive 
cooling water leak, spilt all over the floor. They had many gallon 
jugs of distilled water on hand to compensate. #3 antenna is severely 
damaged, for the Harris 100 transmitter, could run low power only. The 
antenna matching device for #1 had been disconnected, and the cover 
missing, but it seems to work. Everything is wrong. Various other 
missing parts had been hidden, now found. US SW stations are supposed 
to pay a frequency coordination fee each season, but this was not done 
by WTWW, maybe about $200K behind, with 25% penalties building up! 
This does not go directly to FCC but to USG general fund. Any 
purchaser would have to clear that debt (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

4. Replace found switching modules in # 1 transmitter existing power 
modules. 

5. Repair, in good condition, one but parts removed from power module, 
#1. 

6. Replace 2 metal tuning rods in # 2 transmitter. (I have never had a 
reason to do so and do not exactly know how to). 


7. Replace rusted filters in Harris SW100 transmitter. (Mounting was 
bent when taking rusted filters out). 

8. Connect motor to capacitor in # 3 transmitter.

Gary Pence, KM5X, agrees Dec 3 checking remotes: °‘Glenn, 
I detected no Vanuatu on 3945 plus harmonics at 0734z.°* Dec 3 at 
0912, Manuel Méndez says, *’ VANUATU, 11835, not heard 0700-0900 last 
two days** and Gary Pence agrees (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk VANUATU. 7890 & 11835, Dec 6 at 0713, JBA carriers from R. Vanuatu 
3945 harmonix (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk VANUATU. 7260, Dec 7 at 0722, JBA carrier here but none on 7890 nor 
11835, implying R. Vanuatu is unusually still on 7260 after 0659. JBA 


carrier on RV alternate 5040 implies Cuba since 10080 is still on. 


Ron Howard agrees: *‘‘at 0659 they did NOT change frequencies, but was 
still on 7260 when last checked at 1035; at 0755, "The Little Drummer 
Boy" Xmas song. Het and QRM seemed to be from a Chinese station 
slightly off frequency?

UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA split MW carrier search, Dec 6 at

~6 Hz apart, 711. All likely Spain/Canary except 711 Western Sahara 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) See also KIRITIMATI 


UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA split MW carrier search, December 7 
at 0211: only 855 kHz detected, presumably Spain. I don’t usually 
check at this earlier hour with all of Europe, Africa and western Asia 
in darkness, when you'd expect a lot more showing (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 7398 USB, Dec 7 at 0723, 2-way in colloquial Spanish 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 7720, Dec 5 at 0732, JBA AM carrier -- no, not 7730 
WRMI. Also 2-way in Spanish on USB, coincidence? No broadcaster known 
on 7720 and unlikely to be MW harmonic (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 12000, Dec 6 at 1655, S9 of open carrier, off by 1656. 
EiBi lists nothing but 2 x 6000 RHC harmonic, but not at this time, of 
course. Aoki lists nothing but VOV, but not at this time (Glenn
